On the debit side there 
are {wo main items—loss of 
persona! freedom, and lack 
of stability.

accepted willingly. 


Stability, however, can 
be improved. The soldier 
develops an affection for his 
own unit and hates being 
constantly moved round 
from one to another. 


The cause is quite simple. 
While regiments may stay 
abroad for many years, it is 
the generally accepted rule 
that men do not spend more 
than three years at @ time 
outside Europe. 


Consequently, if a bat- 
talion moves east after 
being 214% years in Cyprus, 
many men will remain be- 
hind and be sent to another 
unit in the Middle East, 
because it is not worth 
while dispatching them 
further afield when they 
will be due to return to a 
unit in Europe in six 
months’ time.

OST famous men will tell 

you there was a moment in 
their lives when they “flew off 
the hundle.” Fritz Kreisler, the 
great violinist, once became so 
‘nfuriated wtih his public “hat 
he played o joke on them which 
started spontaneously but lasted 
fur nearly 30 years. 

He knew most of the people 
who came to hear him were 
snobs, who would only applaud 
music if they thought it was 
written by a composer who had 
been dead a long time. So he 
ennounced :o a startled world 
one day that, in the cellar of a 
French monastery, he had 
unearthed a treasure of music by 
great French composcrs. 

One by one he “revealed” 
these compositions, and they 
were ecstatically received and 
put into the repertoire of 
orchestras on every continent. 

It Was only a few years ago 
that he allowed it to be known 
that the classical compositions 
were composed by himself. 

“It was an uncontrollable 
impulse that made me start the 
great deception," he says. “Once 
begun, I couldn't stop, It made 
me feel so good to know how I 
was fooling everyone.” 

There's only a razor’s edge, 
sometimes, dividing the 
spectacular gesture from stupid 
and reckless foolhardiness. 
Where do you draw the line? 

On Boat-Race Night London 
policemen used to lose their 
helme's to the point of monotony, 
and Eros's statue was festooned 
with beery students plucking at 
his bow. None of them went 
to gaol for it. ‘

THE PREMATURE BABY

The premature baby has much 
less chance for fe than the 
full-lcrm = infant. About 15 
percent of those who die from 
prematurity perish in the first 
three days of life, with inhala 
tion of fluid into the lungs rank- 
ing as one of the most com- 
mon hazards. Thus, anything 
which can belp to prevent such 
a situation and to tide the pre- 
mature baby over this three-dis 
danger peviod wil resalt ina 
Breit saving of life amone these 
Tittle ones 

Most nremature infants suffer 
severe shock at birth. They are 
also disturbed by anaesthetics 
and pain-relieving drugs given 
the mother during labour. Some 
are born so early that the suck- 
ing reflex is still undeveloped, 
and the swallowing and 
coughing reflexes are present 
only in inadegdate form, Fai 
these reasons, an attempt = tn 
feed the premature baby tou 
early may result in disaster. 


By Instinct 

Instead of sucking and swal- 
lowing, as the healthy infant 
does by instinct, he lets the milk 
trickle into the windpipe. From 
there it can follow only one 
route—that to the lungs, where 
it is almost sure to cause either 
smothering or pneumonia, espe-

Even if the baby 
suceceds in swallowing the Huid, 
there is always the danger that 
it may lead to distention of the 
abdomen, a condition which 
favours collapse of the lungs. 


Recently, 23 premature in- 
fants, weighing between two and 
four pounds at birth, were 
studied. The feeding in these 
infants ,was delayed from 24 to 
70 or more hours after birth. 
The time of feeding waa deter- 
mined by the baby himself. The 
frst feeding was given as soon 
as he showed his readiness for 
it by making sucking movement 
of the lips. Extremely small in- 
fants, however, were fed by 
passing a tube into the stomach, 
which prevented the using up 
of energy by the infant. 

Gain in Weight 

The weight gain of the group 
of infants studied was greater 
by the end of the third week 
than it was in those fed at the 
usual time. The infants fed by 
the method outlined were more 
active, hungrier, and ate more 
thin the others. 

It is important! in premature 
infants, not to rush feedings, but 
to wait until the reflexes are 
fully present before feedings are 
started,
